HISTORICAL  ROOM. 

The  exhibition  in  the  Historical  Room  for 
August  consists  of  plates  selected  from  12 
portfolios,  ‘‘The  Georgian  Period,  being 
Measured  Drawings  of  Colonial  Work,”  which 
the  Library  recently  added  to  its  collection. 
This  is  the  most  important  work  on  Colonial 
architecture  ever  published.  The  plates  illus¬ 
trate  public  and  private  buildings. 

The  exhibition  in  this  room  for  September 
will  probably  consist  of  a  series  of  pictures  il¬ 
lustrating  life  in  Dutch  Guiana. 
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WESTERN  MICHIGAN. 

In  the  upstairs  corridor  for  September 
there  will  be  shown  a  large  number  of  photo¬ 
graphs  illustrating  various  scenes  from  West¬ 
ern  Michigan,  with  particular  reference  to  the 
agricultural  .and  horticultural  resources  of 
this  part  of  the  state.  The  pictures  are  being 
assembled  by  the  Western  Michigan  Develop¬ 
ment  Bureau. 


ON  THE  OPEN  SHELVES. 

The  Library  has  placed  on  the  open  shelves 
for  August  its  collection  of  about  150  books 
on  Japan;  the  works  of  Andrew  Lang;  the 
books  by  the  presidential  candidates;  and  a 
collection  of  travels  for  stay-at-homes,  which 
was  listed  in  the  Library  bulletin  of  August, 
1911,  together  with  the  best  of  the  later  ad¬ 
ditions. 

The  collection  of  best  books  added  to  the 
Library  in  1911;  Stories  of  Michigan;  the 
Plays  recommended  by  the  Drama  League; 
and  the  101  representative  English  and  Amer¬ 
ican  novels  selected  by  the  library  of  the 
University  of  Illinois  will  be  continued  on- the 
open  shelf  another  month.  It  is  interesting 
to  note  that  many  people  are  reading  the  en¬ 
tire  list  of  the  101  representative  English  and 
American  novels,  checking  the  list  in  their 
copy  of  the  August,  1911,  bulletin  as  they 
read  them. 

The  older  fiction  whose  author's  names 
commence  with  X,  Y  and  Z  will  be  found 
here  for  another  month. 


TURNER  SCHOOL  BRANCH. 

Most  of  the  books  ordered  for  the  Turner 
School  Branch  Library  have  been  received, 
and  the  Library  expects  to  open  this  branch 
sometime  in  September,  or  by  the  first  of 
October.  In  addition  to  the  books  purchased 
for  this  branch  some  of  the  works  in  foreign 
languages  will  be  transferred  temporarily. 
With  the  temporary  transfers  and  with  the 
books  purchased  the  Library  expects  to  open 
the  branch  with  about  1,500  volumes  on  the 
shelves.  The  usual  school  branch  periodicals 
will  be  on  file  in  the  reading  room,  together 
with  a  few  in  the  foreign  languages  which 

are  largely  used  in  this  neighborhood.

Rapids  than  any  other  municipal  department, 
except  the  city  water  works;  and  of  all  other 
institutions  only  the  Gas  company  and  one 
or  two  of  the  newspapers  surpass  it  in  the 
number  of  homes  entered.  It  wants  to  go  into 
every  home.  As  a  user  of  the  Library  tell 
your  neighbor  who1  is  not  using  it  how  he  can 
do  so  to  his  advantage.  It  is  a  neighborly 
act  to  tell  your  neighbor  of  something  that 
is  worth  while;  or  better  still  bring  him  to 
the  Library  and  help  him  get  acquainted. 

ASK  FOR  WHAT  YOU  DON’T  SEE. 

There  are  so  many  places  in  the  Library 
to  look  for  information  that  persons  are  fre¬ 


quently  disappointed  in  not  finding  at  once 
just  the  thing  they  want.  The  most  important 
helps  for  finding  information  on  any  subject 
are  the  card  catalogue,  Poole’s  Index,  and  The 
Readers  Guide  to  Periodical  Literature.  There 
are,  however,  a  number  of  others.  If  you  are 
not  familiar  with  the  use  of  the  card  cata¬ 
logue  or  the  indexes  to  periodical  literature, 
do  not  hesitate  to  ask  the  person  at  the  desk 
to  explain  them  to  you.  If  these  do  r.ot  help 
you  out  be  sure  to  make  known  your  diffi¬ 
culty.  It  is  more  than  likely  that  the  Library 
will  be  able  to  find  elsewhere  the  informa¬ 
tion  you  desire.  Ask  for  what  you  don’t  see.

TAKE  BOOKS  ON  YOUR  SUMMER  VA¬ 
CATION. 

Between  June  1  and  October  1,  persons  who 
leave  the  city  on  vacations,  by  arranging  in 
advance  with  the  Superintendent  of  Circula¬ 
tion  with  reference  to  the  date  of  return,  may 
retain  books  beyond  the  usual  period  of  two 
weeks,  without  renewal  and  without  their  be- 
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ing  subject  to  fine,  provided  that  the  date  of 
their  return  is  not  later  than  October  1.  No 
seven-day  books,  however,  may  be  taken  un¬ 
der  this  regulation,  and  furthermore  the  Li¬ 
brary  retains  the  right  to  deny  this  privilege 
for  any  book  or  class  of  books  which  may  be 
in  great  demand.  In  case  of  urgent  need  the 
Library  also  reserves  the  right  of  recalling 
such  books  on  10  days’  notice,  after  they  have 
been  out  not  less  than  two  weeks. 

Between  June  1  and  October  1,  persons  out 
of  the  city  on  vacation  may  arrange  with  the 
Library  to  have  books  which  are  charged  in 
the  regular  way  on  cards,  sent  to  and  from 
the  Library,  on  assuming  the  risk  of  trans¬ 
portation  and  on  payment  of  transportation 
charges.
